Hot If Death WM Du» to Poison It W«« 
Taken with gnlolrtal Intent. 


ST. Louis, Sept. 10.—The coroner's 


jury in the case of John F. Bequette, 
who died Saturday morning at his 
home, 6059 Horton place, under sus- 
picions circumstances, returned a ver- 
dict this morning, freeing Mrs. Be- 
quette of all snsiekra of murder.

No evidence as to its nature was sub- 
mitted to the coroner's jury and there 
are many who will doubt until the re- 
sult of a chemical analysis is made 
known that there was any poison in 
Bequette's stomach, believing that the 
irritation which led Dr. Frank to con- 
clude that Bequette was poisoned was 
due merely to the various medicines 
administered by his physician and the 
chronic state of inflammation of the 
dceased's stomach.
